Russian War Accord, Life Saving,

A Soviet declaration of war, he 
reasoned, might save hundreds of 
thousands of Americans from in- 
jury or death. 

Perhaps that was the reason 
Mr. Truman personally announced 
the war declaration at a brief 
mews conference today.

Leaning against a rail of the 
Augusta, en route to Europe, the 
President frequently remarked 
upon the big job ahead at Pots- 
dam. 

He wanted more than anything 
else, he said, the use of Russian 
air bases with which to step up 
the assault on Japan and its con- 
quered territories. 

The results were evident in his 
demeanor on the way back. He 
couldn’t confide in reporters but 
his pleasure was evident. 

Mr. Truman’s friends reported 
that he preferred not to go to 
Berlin. They. said he would rather 
have the State, War and Navy 
Departments conduct negotiations 
abroad with the the tish and 
the Russians. 

It was the hope that he could 
make a final agreement for Gen- 


friends report, that brought his 
decision to leave the country at a 
time when the war with Japan 
was at its height, the United Na- 
tions charter was pending in the 
senate and reconversion problems 
were mounting. 


Mr. Truman did not minimizé 
the task before him. He had met 
neither Stalin nor former Prime 
Minister Churchill, with whom 
he had to deal.

But the President did know 
what he wanted and went after it. 

He did not look forward to his 
job. He was skeptical about the 
reception of his proposal. 

“A man can do his dead-level 
best,” he told the reporters, “And 
I’m going to do that.”

Prewar Stab 
By Italy 


PARIS, Aug. 8.—(P)—The 
French navy ministry said today 
@ number of Italian bombers at- 
tempted a sneak attack on the 
southern coast of France in an 
apparent attempt to destroy the 
French fleet at Toulon three days 
“before Mussolini declared war in 
1940. 

The attack occurred on the 
night.of July 7, but was beaten 
off, a ministry spokesman said.

The ministry spokesman said 
that at “about 2,200 (11 p. m.) 
of June 7 Labin warned that our 
radar instruments installed on a 
small island off the French coast 
indicated aerial activity approach- 
ing from the east at a great dis- 
tance.” 

“French defenses,” he _ said, 
“went into action. The enemy’s 
air armada, broken up, turned 
back. So efficient did the anti- 
aircraft defense prove themselves 
to be that Italy made no further 
effort to repeat the attack. Radar 
unquestionably averted disaster 
to the French warships based at 
Toulon similar to that which later 
overtook units of the U. S. Pa- 
‘ cific fleet at Pearl Harbor.”

Court Bars 
Trackless 
Trolley Tax. 


Trackless trolleys, which are 
“distinct from the specific qual- 


to the annual fees for state licens- 
ing under the Georgia Act of :1937, 
according to a ruling by Judge 
Bond Almand, of-the Fulton su- 
perior court. 

Judge Almand, in a decision 
filed yesterday, ruled that a fi. 
fa. against the Georgia Power 
Company, assessing the company 
for $130,471.89 in back IKicense 
fees on trackless trolleys; jssued 
by J. Eugene Cook, state commis- 
sioner of roads and revenue, was 
illegal. The levy on 10 of the 
trackless trolleys made by Cook 
was dismissed. rs 
Cook filed a petition, issuing the 
fi. fa.. on Sept. 25, 1944, assessing 
the company for license fees on 
the trolleys for the years’ 1938 
through 1944. The total amount 
asked by the state included $95,- 
222.50 principal: $16,204.89 inter- 
est at a rate of seven per cent, 
arid $19,044.50 as penalty for non- 
payment of the fees. 

Cook alleged in his petition 
that the state had a right to col- 
lect license fees on the trolleys 
under an act of the general as- 
sembly approved Dec. , 1937, 
governing the license of motor ve- 
hicles. 

In an affidavit of illegality filed 
by the Power company, it was 
claimed that the trolleys were not 
buses and could not be higensed 
as buses. 

Judge Almand also filed an 
opinion in the case, which deter- 
mined his decision. In the de- 
cision, he pointed out that there 
were trackless trolleys in Georgia 
at the time of the 1937 Act; the 
legislature, in several acts, de- 
scribes the trolley as separate 
from a bus; the same regutations 
are applied to the trolley as to 
the street car in the 1943 cumu- 
lative “pocket part to Title 94 
of the Georgia code. 

“Trolley buses have been clas- 
sified as vehicles separate and 
distinct from the specific qualifi- 
cations of street cars and motor 
buses,” Judge Almand concluded 
in his opinion. “Just as the stage 
coach occupied in the transition 
period between horseback’ rider 
and the railroad.”

SUNK BY MISTAKE 


U. S. Otfers 
To Replace 
Jap Ship 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(UP) 
The United States today offered 
to transfer to Japan immediately 
an 11,758-ton ship to replace the 
Japanese relief vesse] Awa Maru, 
which was sunk accidentally by an 
American submarine. 

In a note dated July 31, this gov- 
ernment offered to make the trans- 
fer on condition that the Japanese 
government use the ship solely to 
transpprt relief supplies to Allied 
nationals in Japanese custody and 
for repatriation purposes. 

The note emphasized that the 
vessel was not offered as indem- 
nity. This government has stated, 
in response to demands by Japan 
for immediate, indemnity; . that 
such matters must wait until after 
the war. 

The Awa Maru was sunk early 
this year while returning under 
Allied safe conduct from a voyage 
to Hongkong and Singapore. It had 
carried relief supplies for Allied

She has vitally important interests in Si- 
beria and the east. She has never forgot- 
ten Port Arthur and the other territories 
the Japanese took from her &lmost half a 
cencury ago. 


The entry of\Russia imto the war will, 
undoubtedly, solve the problem of the two- 
and-a-half-million-strong Japanese ar- 
mies in Manchuria. It will be the task of 
the reinforced Soviet armies of Siberia to 
wipe out this force. 


It is unbelievable that, under this last 
blow, Japan can do anything other than 
throw herself upon the mercy of the 
United Nations by surrender.

One of Joseph Stalin’s most quoted maxims is: 

“The art of leadership is a serious matter. 

a One must not lag behind a movement, because 

to ins so is to become isolated from the masses. But one must not 

rush ahead, for to rush ahead is to lose contact with the masses. 

He who wishes to lead a movement must conduct a fight on two 

fronts—against those who lag behind and those who rush ahead.” 

Yesterday Joseph Stalin led his war-weary, still hungry masses 
into a war with Japan. 

The cynical and thoughtless will say the atomic bomb blew 

him in, 
The thoughtful will recall that at Potsdam the general staffs of 


the three nations, the United States, England and Russia, “dis- 
cussed matters of mutual interest and importance.” 


The bomb fell, searing and destroying. 

The Japanese cabinet met to hear a report of the damage done 
and the threat of other bombs to fall. 

As they met they received news that Russia had joined in the 
war. 

Therefore the thoughtful will know that the planning, which 
began at Tehran, was continued at Yalia and Potsdam, continues 


to unfold, demonstrating the value of unity and planning—damning 
those who would frustrate and prevent international co-operation. 


For four years we have kept a steady supply 
of railroad equipment going to Russia so that 
she might maintain the one railroad line to vast Siberia. 


All through the days of lend-lease we kept two supply lines 
going, one to Siberia, one to European Russia. Lend-lease to Euro- 
pean Russia ended after the German surrender.  Lend-lease to 
Siberian, or Asiatic Russia, never’ halted. 


The Japanese let all this through. It went, of course, in Russian 
ships. There is a parallel here in our scrap supplies to Japan. We 
continued selling oil and scrap hoping to keep Japan out of war— 
and to give our own selves time to prepare.

The False Tyranny 
Of Words Misused 


Ever since the day, quite a long time ago, 
when I first became aware of such things as 
politics, international affairs, diplomacy, etc., 

have witnessed a sort of tyranny over the prejudices of people held 
by words, Frequently, almost always, the words which so fright- 
ened public opinion were sed in manner not at all consonant with 
their literal meaning. 

Always, it seems, certain words are used to frighten the crowd. 
It doesn’t matter what that word means. Some potent authority 
first tells us that such-and-such a word means something terrible, 
whether it does or not, and we are then counted on to have a given 
reaction of horror and repulsion whenever that word is shouted into 
our ears. 

Yet, somehow, the world seems to survive the synthetic horror 

of the words and, though shaken and confused, emerges from one 
particular bugaboo in time tq, submit to the next one the dema- 
gogueés think up. 
/ For a long time now walle been bidden to register apprehen- 
sion and fear whenever we hear the word “Communist.” Now, I 
am quite unfamiliar with the platform of the Communist party. 
It may be, in fact, I’m quite prepared to believe it is, as threaten- 
ing to a lot of ideals we cherish as those who shout against it would 
have us believe. 

But my point is that, literally, the meaning of the word com- 
munism is not at all frightening. Look it up in the dictionary. 

What the pointers with alarm are actually deseribing, in many 
cases, when they do their oratorical pointing, is not communism, 
but anarchy. Anarchists, I have always understood, are the ones 
who believe in the overthrow of the established government by 
force. 

Possibly, I don’t know, the present so-called Communist ‘party 
believes in overthrow of government by force. My point is, if it 
does, it is misnamed. It should. be called the Anarchist party. 

It is not so many years ago that 


Remember Bolshevist? the favorite scarecrow word was 


“Bolshevist.” I can recall when the alleged “threat of Bolshevism” 
was made into an éffective campaign issue even in Georgia politics. 
Though where the connection was it was always difficult to un- 
derstand. | 

Well, Bolshevi&t, in literal transiatfon, means merely the ma- 
jority. And since when was the majority something to denounce 
and to fear in a democratic country? 

I think what the Bolshevist shouters meant was approximately 
the same thing they mean when they cry “Communist” today. In 
both cases they aré, more nearly, talking about anarchism. 


Today, following the victory at the British polls of the Labor 
party there, we are hearing a lot of alarm about the threat of 
socialism. The British Laborites said, in their campaign platform, 
they advocated nationalization of the Bank of England, of coal 
mining, transportation, steel and other basic industries. And all 
the “leftists” in the world are thereby taking heart and the con- 
servatives of all nations are feeling slight tremors in the vicinity 
of their shoes. 

In fact, so topsy turvy has this old world become, I even read 
somewhere a few days ago, where some champion of the status quo 
voiced the opinion that today the conservatives, all over Eurepe, 
pin their strongest hopes on a man named Joseph Stalin. What 
do you know about that? 

They are saying that staid old Britain has gone “Socialist.” Well, 
maybe she has. But there is no ground for terror. The alarmists 
ferget/one important condition. That is, whether conservative, So- 
cialist or what-have-you, Britishers will always be staid. It is 
their nature. They can’t help themselves. 

One Labor Day iny Atlanta, shortly after 


Why Be Afraid? railroad workers had won the eight-hour 


day—back in the Wilson administration—I stood in an office win- 
dow at Five Points with a prominent and wealthy Atlanta busi- 
nessman.

Atomic Bomb Makes 
Charter Outdated 


W ASHINGTON.—So - terrifyi

° bomb that governmental leaders are convinced 

world statesmen will have to stake new stock of the needs of en- 

forcing peace, if civilization is to be spared a worse cataclysm of 
war, 


Already, it seems, the United Nations Charter is outmoded as 
an instrument of peace. It was outmoded before it came into being, 
for it remains for the charter to be ratified by the principal world _ 
powers. We alone of the big nations have acted so far. 

The historic San Francisco document was rendered obsolete by 
the new type of bomb we dropped on the Japanese city of Hiro- 
shima. 

It will now be necessary for the “world powers to amend the 
charter to throw up safeguards against the possibility of aggressor 
nations developing atomic energy as a source of military might. 
If we do not do this we stand the risk of some nation, like Germany, 
utilizing this new source of destruction to subdue the world. 

Government scientists who sat in on the extensive experiments 
leading to the development of the atomic bomb in this country say 
there is no way for the United States and Britain, acting alone, 
to control the future production of such bombs. 

We and the British control, at the moment, the secret process 
by which the bombs were developed, but it will be only g matter 
of time, it is said, before scientists of other nations will be able 
to duplicate our methods. 

Nor is it enough to say that the United States controls at the 
present time 80 per cent of the world’s known sources of uranium, 
the substance used as a base for the new weapon. Other sources 
will be found in the future. And even that remaining 20 per cent 
is sufficient to place the world in jeopardy, if left in improper 


hands. 

: History shows that all great scien- 
Others Not Far Behind tific developments have come along 
pretty much together among the leading savants of the world. One 
nation may get the leap, as we and the British did in the present 
case, but others are not far behind. It was the same with gun- 
powder, electricity, the telephone, the airplane and radio. 

Our own accomplishment in the field of atomic energy was the 
product of experimentation by scientists of a dozen nations. We 
were fortunate enough to be able to assemble these scientists here 
and to place at their disposal unlimited resources for their work— 
resources representing an outlay of some two billion dollars,/as 
President Truman has revealed. 

The Germans had been working on the same thing for some 
time. Where we succeeded and they failed is that they concen- 
trated their efforts on one process for the development of atomic 
energy, whereas we, with our greater way of doing things, tried 
ten different processes at once. Nine of them failed, but the tenth 
one worked. 

The principle used in the development of ‘the bombs has been! 
known to science for some years. It had just never been practically 
applied until we set ourselves to the task. As former Prime Min- 
ister Churchill has aptly said, we can thank a merciful God for 
the Germans not béating us to it. .If they had, we would have 
lost everything, and the freedon. and method of life we have known 
would have passed out for fifty or a hundred years.

But the great overshadowing fact of it all 
Important Factor is that if we are able to devise such a 
deadly weapon of destruction, other nations in time will be able to 
do the same thing. And this is an appalling thought. 

For the*world would face its gravest peril if some new dictator 
of the Hitler stripe, armed with this instrument of death, arose as 
the head of an aggressor nation. 

What it behooves the more enlightened nations to do, there 
fore, is to set up safeguards against the development of this new 
source of destruction. While we have the power we must see to 
it that full controls are maintained. 

Some sort of international commission must be created, it seems, 
to insure that the development of atomic energy is diverted into 
peaceful channels. It must be a commission backed by all neces 
sary force to maintain the peace at whatever costs.

Theres an Art 
To Salmon Fishing 


LOCH, AWE, ARGYLLSHIRE, Scotland.—Sal- 


mon fishermen 


speak a language all their own. 


They live in a world—a rather expensive world, I 
may point out—of toes es silence and inner tumult. It is not bounded 


by geography or politics; 


it moves from Norway to Caneda, and_| 


from Oregon to Scotland, and has one distinctive feature: a clear, 
cold, rocky stream. The word “cold” is, of course, a nice bit of 
British understatement, since actually you have to cut your way 


through the ice to reach the liquid content of the stream, 


and no 


form of life higher than a-fishy-eyed salmon could possibly live 


in one. 

‘The temperature on the banks 
is correspondingly arctic, as will 
be attested by the contours of 
the fishermen themselves, In 
their wool socks, six pairs of vel- 
‘Veteen trousers and seven sweat- 
ers beneath a series of corduroy 
jackets, they look less like an 
Eskimo than like his igloo; but 
salmon are not particularly 
tidious. They will bite just as 
well for Edward Arnold as for 
Joseph Cotten—if, of course, both 
gentlemen have their certificates 
from the Anglers’ Club of Car- 
diff, Wales. Salmon never bite 
for amateurs, it just isn’t done. 

Well. The professionals begin 
to arrive at Loch Awe in Argyll- 
shire, Scotland, in early June. It 
appears that for about six weeks 
the salmon are hanging around 
the lake on top of the water, 
waiting to go up the river and 
spawn. Comes the middle of July, 
the salmon take one look at the 
calendar and submerge like sub- 
marines to the bottom of the lake 
where they remain until September 
brings a brief resurgent urge. 
After that, it’s back to the sea for 
them until the next vear. It is 
only by such anti-social maneu- 
vers as these that they are able 
to survive, for salmon fishermen 
are very persistent men. 

So, in June andearly July, the 
hotel at Loch Awe enjoys its finest 
hour. The fishermen arrive with 
tons of luggage, all those sweaters 
and jackets and breeches and wool 
socks, those “macs” (or macin- 
teshes, a British word meaning a 
battered, unsightly old raincoat) 
sofa cushions, long handsome can- 
vas cases containing rods and 
reels, tin boxes of flies, an ample 
supply of anti-frost bite medicine 
(te put it euphemistically) and 
several long straw cases (like a 
narrow pillow slip) for carrying 
back the fruits of their victory— 
and that’s another euphemism 
meaning a dead fish. 

The hotel sits back on its dig- 
nity and ignores the hip-length 
rubber boots hung over the rail- 
ing, above the bluff. Sometimes 
they look like intoxicated bodies 
hanging there, and sometimes long 
grey woolen socks -hang beside 
them—but no irreverent American 
is to take this as a hint that the 
guests’ laundry may be dried 
there... 

ae the lobby walls are racks 
containing rods whose silver han- 
dies bear inscriptions from ad- 
miring. and~ jealous fellow-club 
members: and the longer and 
heavier the rod, the greater the 
prestige of its owner. Th aw- 
ing room lounge holde a bookcase 
where the greater part of the vol- 
umes are concerned with—what 
do you suppose?—the exploits of 
salmon fishermen and the novels 
that made 1890 an exciting year 
in literature. 

In the morning, in the doorway 
of the hotel the bodies lie in state, 
the beautiful blue 1l5-pound 
salmon and the 27 truot, all of 
identical weight. Up in these 
parts, no one is so crude as to 
hold out his arms to indicate the 
length of his catch. Good heavens, 
no. It is referred to discreetly 
only by weight, as “The twenty- 
two pounder I caught on Friday.’ 

Now this is off the record, but 
it seemed to me that after once 
catching one of those twenty-odd 
pounders, the victor did not tarry

long. He got off for London with 
it by the next train—whenever 
the next train was. You mus 
understand that a British train 
never does the same thing two 
days in succession. 
from Stirling to Glasgow on Tues- 
days and Thursdays between 8 
and 11, no one is to think that 
this is establishing a habit. Oh 
no. On Wednesdays and Fridays 
it runs from Edinburgh to Oban 


on a 3 to 11 schedule and on’ 


Saturdays it is quite likely to take 
off from Callender for the Tros- 
sachs at ”:37. 

But to get back to our fisher- 
men at Loch Awe. Into this group 
of engraved rod and reel owners 
there came while we were there 
two impious and irreverent souls. 
Now they were of a good Scottish 
family, of course, and entitled to 
wear the Cameron tartan; but 
they had keen senses of humor— 
one apiece for the brothers, Neil 
and Colin. Colin, a captain in his 
majesty’s armed services, was a 
bit on the slow side, but Neil was 
keen enougk for two, and to both 
of them salmon fishing was a sub- 
ject for endless ridicule. 

They drifted into the. cocktail 
bar before noon with side-splitting 
stories of how Colin had caught 
his hook on an island the night 
before, been pulled into the icy 
lake, how they had yelled and 
cursed and been reprimanded bit- 
terly by the other fishermen. 

On another day they confessed 
that their equipment was not 
really their own, but belonged to 
an uncle whe had loaned it to 
them after two hours’ instruction 
in casting in his garden. 

Of course, no self-respecting 
salmon was ‘going to allow him- 
self to be caught by a pair like 
that. And equally, of course, real 
Sportsmen actually blushed when 
seen within a block of them. I 
think that the head waiter served 
them their potatoes with marked 
contempt and only the bar maid 
and irreverent journalists enjoyed 
their antics. 


Now—at this point, I should, 
and I wish I could say that on 
the last night of our stay Neil 
and Colin went out and caught the 
prize of the season. But alas, 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. After two weeks of un- 
dignified snaring of gooseberry 
bushes, being knocked in the head 
by oars, sitting in boats whose out- 
board motor was dead, of insults 
from the hall porter and rebuff 
from the stout-hearted (or some- 
thing) wives of successful fisher- 
men, they should have pulled in a 
thirty-pounder, even according to 
C-film' standards. They swore they 
would, as they set out on that 
sleety July night, and we asked 
them to wake us when they came 
in, so that we might help cele- 
brate. 

But next morning at breakfast 
they were almost depressed. “You 
didn’t catch anything?” we asked 
in a soft whisper. 

“Oh yes, we did,” said Colin. 
“And we were going to wake you 
when we came in at midnight— 
but—there was an accident.

Increasingly Serious 


WASHINGTON.—When Judge Samuel L. Ro- 
senman returned from 


an economic survey of 


Ms liberated Europe more than three months ago, be- 
fore the end of the war with Germany, he said in his report to 
President Truman that “the immediate and long-range economic situa- 
tions of these liberated countries are extremely serious.” 


“Except in the rural, food-rais- 
ing areas, a dangerously low ? e] 
of nutrition generally éxiSts,” 
reported. 


He urged that “the Washington | 
machinery for allocating supplies | 
to liberated areas should be sim- 
plified and streamlined.” He sug- 
gested that the President delegate 
someone to examine this machin- 
ery and recommend changes “de- 
signed to eliminate the complexi- 
ties which now exist.” 

More than three months later 
those “complexities” still exist, an 
investigation here discloses. Some 
feélingly call it ‘a mess.” Nothing 
effective has been done seemingly 
to provide a balanced, co-ordinat- 
ed program to help feed Europe. 
It is getting later by the day. Win- 
ter in Europe is not far off. 

As pointed out previously, the 
main trouble here lies in a diffu- 
sion of authority and responsibili- 
ty among numeérous. agencies. Di- 
rectly involved in handling the 
foreign food program areé the com- 
bined food board, the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration, and the Ag- 
riculture Department. The last 
is represented on the combined 
board by Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson, but it also has inde- 
pendent powers in some respects, 
as does FEA. The State Depart- 
ment also is involved as respects 
over-all policy.

Sign Charter 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(#)— 
Signed by President Truman, the 
United Nations charter was for- 
mally placed today in the archives 
of the United States. This coun- 
try thus became the first to meet | 
all membeship requirements of the 
plan for future peace drawn at 
San Francisco. 


Several other nations, including 
Guatemala, Nicaragua and El Sal- 
vador, have ratified the treaty 
but none other has met the re- 
quirement of depositing the in- 
strument with the U. S. 

The President and Secretary of 
State Byrnes signed the senate’s 
document of ratification and two 
copies of the full text of the char- 
ter, one bound in white leather, 
the other in blue. 


The formal ceremony was wit- 
nessed by State Department offi- 
cials and newsmen. 

The actuakedocument of ratifica- 
tion is a terse, one-page proc- 
lamation... This is the instrunrent 
that the U. S. senate adopted by 
an 89-2 vote with Senators Ship- 
stead, Republican, Minnesota, and 
Langer, Republican, Indiana, 
against it. 

Byrnes and the President joked 
about the pens they used for the 
ceremony. The secretary rejected 
a dime store pen and took one 
of the more expensive/’desk mod- 
els. Mr. Truman, however, stuck 
by the cheap one for his three 
signatures.

A total of $24,247,690.10 had 
been paid to South Georgia bright- 
leaf tobacco growers at the end 
of the second weel#s sales, the 
report issued by the State De- 
partment of Agriculture shows. 
That sum was paid for 59,365,577 
pounds sold at the 17 Georgia mar- 
kets during the first two weeks 
of sales. The average price paid 
for the period was 41.13 cents per 
pound. Official reports are is- 
sued by the farm department for 
each week’s salés. 

Sales opened on July 24 and 
were held four days the first 
week and five days the second 
week, sales being conducted Mon- 
day through Friday of each week. 


The report showed that during 
the second week which ended last 
Friday, sales totaled 32,678,098 
pounds, which brought $13,233,- 
800.99, an average of 40.99 cents 
a pound. The average price paid 
the first week was 41.27 cents a 
pound for 26,686,692 pounds, 
which brought $11,013,889.11.

Sweets Eaters 
Must Exercise 
To Keep Figure

The bulk of overweights love 
sweets. The more I deal in cal- 
ories, the more I realize that the 
incline to obesity is sugar-coated.. 
The women who seldom take 
sweets, rarely have a figure prob- 
lem. 

Drop into a popular soda foun- 
tain, any time of the day or night 
and what do you find? Before 
noon the corpulent couples are 


coffee. Pass the sugar... Later 


.in the day, the apple dumpling 


type will be indulging in a whack- 
ing portion of cake, or pie, or a 
chocolate fudge sundae. Almost al- 
ways the trim gals will be having 
an orangeade, or cola beverage or 
a glass of milk. . 


You can have sweets and keep 
your figure, provided you are will- 
ing to exercise—enough, The. only 
trouble is, those who love sweets 
hate exercise. Anyway, exercise 
is no match for assorted carbo- 
hydrates. A piece of pie counts 
300 to 450 calories, and chocolate 
cake the same, and a sundae con- 
tains around 450 calories. To walk 
off half the calories in any one 
of these desserts, you would have 
to go at a brisk clip and keep it 
up for_a_solid hour, and then take 
some form of vigorous exercise for 
another hour. The eagiest way out 
of avoirdupois would be to avoid 
the calories in the first place. 


If you do not choose to walk, or 
exercise, then 450 calories.over the 
top of the daily requirements 
would mean a gain of one-tenth 
pounds a day. You wouldn’t gain 
that much every day, but the 
trend would be up. 


True, carbohydrates can’t cause 
a gain unless the calories are ex- 
tra. Certainly the woman who 
takes those mid-afternoon snacks 
gets more than her caloric quota. 
I’ll never forget seeing the ladies 
go regularly to a popular bakery 
shop and have tea and frosted 
cakes while theif sweets were 
being wrapped! 

It’s so easy to get the sweet 
habit! The, more sweets you eat, 
the more you like to eat. Sugar 
creates an appetite for more sugar. 
How to break the habit? Go with- 
out dessert for two weeks. Take 
nothing but fresh fruit, -without 
Sugar. It’s the surest way of los- 
ing weight. One overweight who 


| tried it lost four pounds in two 


weeks. You might easily lose a

2,096,000 bales less than 1944 pro- 
duction and 2,159,000 bales less 
than average production for the 
10-year (1934-43) period. 


The indicated lint yield per acre 
of 269.7 pounds is 39 pounds above 
average and has been exceeded 
in only three years—1944, 1942 
and 1937. 


Allowing for average abandon- 
ment of acreage in cultivation as 
of July 1, the acreage for har- 
vest this year is computed at 18,- 
034,000 acres—10 per cent below 
acreage harvested in 1944 and the 
smallest during any of the past 60 
years. 

A report from the Bureau of the 
Census shows 132,541 bales*of cot- 


ton ginned from the crop of 1945 | 


prior to Aug. 1, compared with 
48,182 bales for 1944 and 107,053 
bales for 1943.
